nee of Benjamin H. Brewster; after- 
ward attorney general of the United 
States, and was admitted to the bar 
in 1852. 


t ,He emigrated to Minnesota 
in 


1856 
and engaged in the practice of 


law at Hastings. In 1859 he was elect- 
ed lieutenant governor of Minnesota 
by the republicans. 
In 1861 he was 


elected lieutenant governor and in 
1862 was sent to congress by the re- 
publicans of the second congressional 
district. 
He was re-elected in 186* 


and 1866. 
In 1873 Mr. Donnelly was elected to 


the state senate from Dakota county, 
and was re-elected continuously until 
1878. 
In 1886 he was elected a mem-- 


her of the house for two years.

In 1882 he published his first lit- t 


erary work," Atlantis, the Antedilu- 
vian world," a book which has passed 
through twenty-one editions in Amer- 
ica and several in England, and was 
translated for publication in France.
